Opinion  of  the  Honourable  Attorncy-G eneral  as  to  the 
Duties  of  County  Court  Judyes. 

Ouery. — Are  the  present  Stipendiary  Magistrates  or 
County  Court  Judges — call  them  as  you  will — enti- 
tled to  refuse  to  fulfil  the  several  duties  performed  by 
them  before  Confederation  ? 

The  whole  ((iiestion  is  completely  set  at  rest  by  two 
Despatches,  to  which  I iiave  had  access,  one  from 
Governor  .tlusgrave  to  Lord  Lisgar,  22nd  November, 
1870,  and  another  from  the  Earl  of  Kimberley  to  Lord 
Lisgar,  3rd  June,  1871,  copies  of  which  are  annexed. 

A third  Despatch  from  Lord  Lisgar  to  the  Karl  of 
Kimberley,  27th  April,  1871,  I have  not  seen  ; no  copy 
of  it  exists  here.  This  is,  however,  immaterial,  as 
its  substance  is  sufficiently  explained  in  the  Karl  of 
Kimberley's  later  Despatch,  in  reply,  of  June,  1871. 

Dealing  with  the  Earl  of  Kimberley’S  Despatch  first, 
it  ■would  appear  by  it,  that  His  Lordship  had,  in  ac- 
cordance with  a request  contained  in  Lord  Lisgar’s 
Despatch  of  April,  1871,  been  pleased  to  act  as  referee 
or  umpire,  between  the  Dominion  and  this  Province, 
upon  the  ([ucstions  of  pensions  and  positions,  which 
should  be  [>aid  or  held  after  Union  by  two  classc.-  of 
Provincial  Officials,  viz:  the  Officers  of  the  Kxectitive 
and  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates.'  After  giving  his 
“decision''  upon  the  rights  d'f  the  former,  he  proceeds 
to  define  the  position  of  the  latter  class,  and  states, — 

“ Your  Privy  Council  remark  that  ‘no  difficulty  ap- 
“ ‘ pears  to  e.xist  as  to  the  .Stipendiary  Magistrates, 
“‘who  arc  to  continue  to  serve  at  their  ])rcscnt 
“‘salaries.'" 

This  sentence  His  Lordship  then  interprets  as  fol- 
lows : — 

“ I understand  from  this,  that  your-  Government 
“concur  in  and  accept  the  proposals  of  Governor 
“Mhsgrave  as  contained  in  paragraphs  3 to  8 of  his 
“Despatch,  No.  30, . 22ud  November  last:  and  that 
“whenever  from  any  cause  ana-  of  them  ceases  to 
“hold  his  present  employment  he  will  receive,  either 
“suitable  employment  of  at  least  equal  value,  or  an 
“annual  allowance  of  two-thirds  of  £500.  1 do  not 

“consider,  however,  that  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates 
“ have  the  same  claim  as  the  other  superior  officers 
Mof  the  Government,  to  the  option  of  retiring  at 
‘f  present  upon  a ]iension.  I look  upon  them,  to  use 
“Governor  .Musgraves's  words,  as  ‘a  class  apart,' 
“ whose  position  is  not  necessarily  affected  by  politi- 
“ cal  changes  on  the  admission  of  British  Columbia 
“into  the  Union.  {See  Art.  G,  Terms  of  Union.)” 

This  interpretation  must  be  regarded  as  the  Karl  of 
Kimberley's  decision  as  to  the  two  (luestions  of  position 
and  i)cnsion  raised  on  behalf  of  the  Magistrates. 

“ The  proposals  of  Governor  Mirsgrave,  as  con- 
“ tained  in  paragraphs  3 to  8 of  his  Despatch,  No.  30, 
“ of  22nd  November  Inst"  having  been  concurred  in 
and  accepted  by  the  I’rivy  Council  of  the  Dominion, 
form  the  agreement  assented  to  by  the  Governments 
of  Canada  and  British  Columbia. 

These  paragraphs  may  be  better  considered  seriatim. 

No.  3 and  4 merely  indicate  the  Executive  Oflicers 
and  Magistrates  to  whom  the  Desinvtch  relates. 

No.  5 speaks  of  the  .Magistrates  “ as  a class  who, 
“ notwithstanding  their  value,  would  almost  ccr- 
“ tainly  be  disturbed  in  their  ai)pointments  on  the 
“introduction  of  llesponsible  Government.  They 
“arc  not  only  Justices  of  the  I’eace,  but  County 
“ Court  Judges,  Indian  Agents,  Assistant  Commis- 
“ sioners  of  Lands  and  IVorks,  Collectors  of  Revenue, 


“ and  general  tiovernment  Agents  in  the  difl'erent 
“ Department.^  of  the  I’ublic  Service  at  their  several 
” stations,  hnndreds  of  miles  apart."  And  Governor 
Musgrave  proceeds  to  state  that  these  several  offices 
“ are  singularly  well  filled."  This  clause  is  useful, 
as  fully  setting  forth  the  various  duties  performed  by 
the  -Magistrates  before  Confederation. 

Nos.  G states  that  it  is  “ of  the  greatest  importance 
“ to  the  tranquility  of  the  Province  and  the  success 
“ of  the  Union"  that  these  Officers  should  be  retained 
and  transferred  to  the  Dominion,  -lest  the  Province 
should  after  Union  api)oint  “ unpaid,  irresponsible 
“.Magistrates"  in  their  jilaces,  “a  policy  which 
“ might  entail  upon  the  Government  at  Ottawa  an 
“amount  of  trouble  and  expense  not  easily  to  be 
“ computed." 

Here,  strong  reasons  nre  urged  for  their  retention 
and  employment  in  the  Province,  not  as  County- 
Court  Judges,  but  ns  Stipendiary  Magistrates,  who 
should  be  retained  in  that  capacity  lest  '•'■unpaid, 
irresponsible”  men  should  be  appointed  in  their  place. 

Par.  7 submits  for  the  consideration  of  the  Privy- 
Council  the  main  proposal,  amongst  others  to  which 
the  Karl  of  Kimberley  refers  as  '‘proposals”  concurred 
in  and  accepted  by  Canada,  no  objections  having  been 
raised  to  them  by  the  Dominion  Government  in  their 
Despatch  upon  the  subject.  The  proposal  reads,  that 
“they,"  the  Stipendiary  -Magistrates,  “might  con- 
“ tinue  to  render  aid  under  the  direction  of  the 
“ Lieutenant-Governor  as  the  deputy-  of  Goveruor-in- 
“ Chief  in  the  administration  o‘'  locq!  affairs,  as  they 
“ now- do  in  the  business  of  the  Lands  and  Works,  the 
“collection  of  the  Revenue,  and  other  iniscellaiieous 
“ duties  ; but  I would  have  them  paid,"  he  says,  “ by 
“ Canada,  and  not  amenable  to  the  control  of  the 
“local  administration,  except  through  the  Lieuten- 
“ ant-Governor  rei)resenting  the  central  authority." 
and  “this  being  conceded,"  an  assurance  is  then 
sought  [vide  Par.  8)  “ that  their  appointments  will  be 
“ considered  permanent,''  and  that  in  the  event  ‘-  of 
“ any  organic  change  in  olficial  arrangements"  ap- 
pointments of  C(iual  value,  or  [lensions,  should  be 
provided.  The  latter  proposal  having  been  also  ac- 
cepted, explains  the  remark  of  the  Earl  of  Kimberley 
w-heu  he  says  “I  look  upon  them,  to  use  Governor 
“ Musgrave's  words,  as  • a class  apart,'  tvhose  jiosi- 
“ tion  is  not  necessarily  affected  by-  political  changes.'' 

1 consider  that  the  .Magistrates  tire  bound  to  act  as 
Governor  Musgrave  proposes  “ under  the  direction  of 
“the  Lieutenant-Governor  as  the  deputy-  of  the 
“ Goveruor-in-Chief  in  the  administration  of  local 
“ iiffairs"  as  they  did -before  Union,  i.  e.  “ in  the 
“business  of  the  Lands  and  Works,  th?  collection  of 
“ the  Revenue,  and  other  miscellaneous  duties,"  in 
addition  to  those  of  a .Magistrate  tind  County  Court 
Judge. 

The  Despatches,  1 submit,  have  all  the  force  and 
value  of  a Treaty-,  which  cannot  be  disturbed  without 
the  consent  of  the  Governments  of  the  Dominion  and 
this  Province — the  two  contracting  parties. 

As  a member  of  this  Government,  I may  be  permil- 
ted  to  add  a few  general  remarks  upon  the  position 
of  County-  Court  Judges  in  this  Province. 

From  1*853,  until  Confederation,  these  appointmcnt.< 
have,  contrary  to  the  practice  elsewhere,  been  made 
and  revoked  at  pleasure, io  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
hour.  No  instance  exists  of  a professional  man  having- 
been  appointed,  as  the  duties  of  the  ollice  were  never 
sufficient  to  warrant  such  a selection.  No  formal 
records  have  been  or  are  now  kept, — more  than  this. — 
during  the  last  six  months,  not  a single  cause  has 
even  been  entered  at  Vale. 

From  a Return  which  has  been  ])laccd  before  me,  I 
find  that,  during  the  y-ear  1872,  only-  four  causes  w-ere 
actually-  tried  there.  Tiic  salary  voted  forl'ale  is  , $3,000 
per  annum.  Each  case  has  thus  cost  the  Dominion 
Government  $750,  besides,  i!i  all  probability-,  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  Judge. 

At  Nanaimo,  four  causes  were  tried  during  the 
same  year.  The  salary  voted  for  Nanaimo  is  $2,250, 
or  an  average  cost  to  the  Dominion  of  $5G2  50  for 
each  County  Court  case  adjudicated  upon. 

Without  further  pcturns,  1 may-  safely-  say,  that 
more  cases  are  tried  at  tw-o  sittings  at  Toronto,  than 
are  tried  tln-oughout  the  Province  in  twelve  months. 

The  Docket,  immediately  )>rior  to  Confederation, 
differs  but  little  from  that  of  1872. 

I make  these  observations,  to  show-  that  Governor 
Musgrave,  having  been  presumably-  aware  of  these 
facts,  must  have  felt  that  he  was  not  justified  in 
recommending  the  Dominion  Government  to  take 
over  the  tstipendiary  Magistrates  in  the  sole  capacity 
of  County  Court  Judges  at  the  large  salaries  paid  to 
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ilioiii,  lii'iu'c  the  proposul  contiiinod  in  panigrnplis  7 
iuul  y of  liis  J)es]mteli. 

I may  t'lirtlR'i-  ri'S])Crtfully  a«lil,  that  should  t.lie  lauv 
Otlicors  of  the  Doimnioii  phico  a ooiistnu-tioii  upon 
the  Ue.spali'hes  or  Treaty  dill'ereiil  from  mine,  and 
consioer  tliat  these  Ollieers  can  only  he  called  ii|>on 
)o  aet  as  (.'ounty  Court,  .ludges,  the  Province  'uould 
much  ])refer  that  they  shouhl  he  pensioned,  and  that 
thesi.v  vacancies  should  he  tilled  liy  three  professional 
men  The  Legislative  .\ssemhly  has  already  strongly 
intimated  their  wishes  in  this  direction.  As,  how- 
ever, it  is  the  imlicy  of  this  (Jovernment  to  work  as 
far  as  possible  in  harmony  with  the  Federal  (lovern- 
ment,  1 submit,  with  deference,  that  such  an  alterna- 
tive should  only  be  resorted  to  when  it  can  be  shown 
that  the  Stipendiary  .Magistrates  cannot  be  longer 
emiiloyed  in  positions  which,  to  use  Govenior  .\lus- 
grave's  words, _they  so  -‘singularly  well  filleil''  jirior 
to  Union. 

One  point  further  i.s  especially  worthy  of  notice.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  .Magi.strates,  by  voting 
for  Confederation  in  the  Session  of  the  Legislative 
Council  of  lyTO-Tl,  deserve  more  than  ordinary  con- 
sideration, as  they  thereby  sacrificed  themselves  in 
the  interests  of  the  DNiiinion.  It  is  true,  that  five  of 
the  si-X  .Magistrates  were  then  .Members  of  a Legisla- 
tive Council  of  twenty-one,  and  so  voted  in  .March, 
1870;  but  1 fail  to  see  that  any  sacrifice  was  made, 
as  they  cast  their  vote,  as  1 am  informed,  uiion  the 
underkanding  with  the  Government  of  the  day,  that 
their  interests  would  be  protected.  This  promise  has 
been  faithfully  observed  by  Governor  .Mnsgrave,  who. 
cio-ht  months  after  their  vote  had  been  given,  recom- 
mended them  to  the  Dominion  Government  for  the 
])Ositions  enumerated  bv  him  in  his  Despatch  ot 
Xovember,  1S7U,  and  the  salaries  of  these  positions 
have  since  been  drawn  by  them. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  1 submit,  with  all  due 
tleference.  that  this  Province  is  entitled  to  have  the 
award — for  such  it  is-^of  Lord  Kimberley  carried  out 
intact.  The  Despatches  on  this  subject  cannot,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  be  regarded  in  any  other  liglit 
than  that  of  a solemn  Treaty,  which  cann'ot  be  varied 
without  the  consent  of  this  Province. 

The  .Magistrates  should,  therefore,  be  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  as  deputy  of 
the  Governor-General,  for  the  purposes,  and  upon 
the  conditions  specified  in  the  Despatch  last  rel'erred 
to.

Governor  Musyrave  to  Governor-General  Lord  Lhyar. 

22>ul  Xovemljcr,  1870. 

.My  Lord.— In  your  letter  to  me  of  the  7th  of  July, 
transmitting  the  terms  of  agreement  between  the 
'.Ministers  of  the  Dominion  and  the  Delegates  from 
Dritish  Columbia  for  the  jiroposed  Union  of  this 
'Colony  with  Canada.  Your  Lordship  stated  that  you 
had  been  requested  by  your  responsible  advisers,  to 
add  the  assurance  that  such  provision  shall  be  made 
for  the  retiring  allowances  of  Public  Officers  in  Bri- 
tish Columbia  as  1 may  ai)])rove  of.  And  in  the 
terms  themselves,  the  dth  .Vrticle  undertakes  that  sui- 
table provisions  shall  be  made  for  those  Officers 
whose  position  and  emoluments  derived  therefrom, 
would  be  affected  by  political  changes  on  the  admission 
of  British  Columbia  into  the  Dominion. 

2.  .-Vniple  assurance  is  thus  given  for  the  jirovision 

of  retiring  allowances,  but  I have  learned  from  tlie 
Delegates  since  their  return,  that  your  Government  is 
most  an.xious  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  them  if  it  be 
jiossiblc.  They  think,  I am  informed,  that  to  many  of 
the  Officers  interested  in  this  arrangement  they  may 
be  able  to  afford  employment  satistactoiw  to  them  ; 
and  I shall  be  glad  if  it  should  be  found  practicable 
in  this  way  to  aid  your  Government  in  finding  a satis- 
factory solution  for  this  question.  For  this  purpose 
I now  seek  to  know  their  views  more  in  detail. 

3.  The  Officers  who  will  lie  affected  injuriously  by 
the  changes  consequent  upon  Confederation  are  the 
Colonial  Secretary.  Mr.  llankin,  the  .\ttorney  fxeneral, 
Mr.  Phillippo,  the  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works, 
Mr.  Trutch,  the  Collector  of  Customs,  Mr.  Ilamley, 
the  Auditor  General,  Mr.  Ker,  and  the  Stipendiary 
Magistrates  : —

.").  The  Stipendiary  Magi.strates  form  another  class 
of  officers,  who,  not witlistanding  their  value,  u ould 
almost  certainly  be  ilistttrbed  in  their  !ip]ioinlments  on 
the  introduction  (jf  Ke.^ptjnsible  Government.  Tite 
.M.igistrates  are  ttol  ottly  .lu.«tices  of  the  Petice,  bitt 
Coutity  Coitrt  J itdgcs,  Itidititt  Agettts,  As.'istiint  I’otn- 
tttissiotiers  of  Ltinds  attd  Work.s,  Collectors  of  Beveitue, 
ititd  General  Goverittttettt  .\geitls  itt  the  dilferettt  Dc- 
partmeitls  of  the  Public  .Service,  itt  their  several 
sUitions,  huttdreds  of  miles  iqtart,  ttttd  itt  very  e.xten- 
sive  Districts.  I think  that  these  appoitittiteitts  are 
siugttliirly  well  filled,  ttiid  I regard  tlte  sticcessful  tid-7 
itiiuistratiott  of  this  Governntetit  attd  the  remarkable 
tttaitttettanre  of  law  attd  order,  as  comitiiroil  with  the 
tteighbottring  territories,  as  tiittittly  due  to  the  ser- 
vices of  these  Ofiicers. 

b.  As  the  .Supretite  Govertttnettt  of  the  Colony  as  well 
its  the  admistfiitioti  of  itll  -.ilfairs  relating  to  the  Ittdiiiit 
Tribes  will  rest  with  tlte  Dotnittiott,  I regard  it  as  of  the 
greatest  itttporlattce  to  the  trsinquility  of  the  Province 
attd  the  success  of  the  Utiioti  thiit  these  ( MHcers  should 
be  Ollieers  of  the  Dottiitiiott,  attd  ttot  Irattsferred  to  the 
cotttrol  or  citprice  of  loc;tl  iiiirty  goverttment  who 
throttgli  titistiiken  tttotives  of  ccotionty,  by  the  substi- 
tutioit  of  uttjtaiil  irrcspotisible  .Miigistfiites  or  some 
such  policy,  tiiighl  etutiil  upon  the  Covernment  at 
Ottawa  att  iuitount  of  trouble  iuid  c.\pense  not  easily 
to  be  cottt]utted. 

7.  I propose  therefore  that  these  Officitils  shouldbe 
Officers  of  the  Dotnittiott,  :ts  they  ttaturall.t  wottld  be 
in  their  character  of  (,'outtty  Coitrt  Judges 
and  Indian  Agents.  The  i|UesLion  may  arise 
whether  it  is  desii'iible  they  should  any 
longer  discharge  other  duties  which  will  be 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  Governihcitt.  But. 
if  it  should  not  be  thought  objectionable  to  unite  ser- 
vice to  the  local  Government  to  resi>onsibility  to  the 
Federal  authority,  they  ni'ght  continue  to  render  tiid 
under  the  direction  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  as  the 
deputj-  of  (jovertior-in-Chief,  in  the  administration  of 
local  affairs,  its  they  now  do  in  the  busine.'S  of  the 
Lands  and  Works,  the  collection  of  the  llevetiue,  and 
other  misceljiuieous  duties.  But  1 would  have  them 
paid  ijy  Canada  and  not  amenable  to  the  control  of 
the  local  administration,  e.Ycept  through  the 
Lietitenant-Governor,  representing  the  central  au- 
thoritt'. 

8.  This  being  conceded,  I should  seek  for  an  assur- 
ance to  these  Uflicers  from  the  Government  of  the 
Dominion,  tJiat  their  appointments  will  be  considered 
perinanent  ;.  and  that  in  the  event  of  any  organic 
change  in  ojlicial  arrangements,  they  will  either  be 
provided  with  .ippointineuts  of  equal  value,  or  allow- 
ed to  retire  on  ])cnsioiis  of  two-thirds  of  their  present 
euioliiments  : which  may  be  estimated  in  each  case 
its  £500  per  annum,  tilthongh  in  some  instances  an 
e.xtra  allowance  has  been  made  on  account  of  the 
greater  e.xpense  of  living  in  distant  districts.

.Vfter  reading  and  carefully  considering  the  docu- 
ments to  which  you  refer  me,  I do  not  see  any  reason 
to  doubt  that  Governor  .Mnsgrave  and  his  E.xecutive 
Council  have  throughout  the  negotiations  understood 
that  the  pensions  itt  (luestions  were  to  be  absolutely 
secured  to  the  lu-incipal  Ollieers  of  the  Government; 
although  ill  the  event  of  any  such  Ollicei-  exercising 
the  option,  which  wtis  to  rest  with  him,  of  accepting: 
other  Government  employment,  his  pension  would  fall 
into  abeyance. 
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I also  find  it  formally  stated  on  behalf  of  the  Do- 
minion Government,  that  such  ])!'ovision  would  be  i 
made  tor  the  retiring  allowances  of  public  ofiiccr.s  as 
Governor  Musgrave  should^nprovc  of.  j 

As  Governor  .Musgrave  must  be  admitted  to  be  the 
l>e.<t  authority  with  respect  to  the  impressions,  neces- 
sarily not  completely  set  forth  in  the  official  jiapers, 
under  which  be  and  his  Executive  Council  have  acted, 
any  hesitation  that  I might  otherwise  have  felt  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  I should  detail  the  ))oint  of  de- 
tail which  has  been  submitted  to  me  is  removed.

1 understand  from  this  that  your  Government  eon- 1 
cur  in  and  accej)t  the  proposals  of  Governor  Mu.-;- 
gravo,  as  contained  in  paragr'i])hs  3 to  8 of  his  Des- 
patch, No.  30,  22nd  November  last,  and  that  when- 
ever from  any  cause  any  of  them  ceases  to  hold  his 
present  employment  he  will  receive  either  suitable  em- 
ployinent  of  at  least  equal  value,  or  an  annual  allow- 
ance of  two-thirds  £oOO.  I do-  not  however,  consider 
that  the  Stipendiary  Magistrates  have  the  same  claim 
as  the  other  superior  Officers  of  the  Government, 
to  the  option  of  retiring  at  present  upon  a 
pension.

Block  G has  been  allotted  to  the  Wesleyan  .Metho- 
dist Church. 

Block  11  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Block  L,  has  been  allotted  for  the  use  of  Aborigine.-^ 
and  Mongolians  not  attached  to  any  of  the  above 
Churches. 

0.  A description  of  every  .Monument  or  Tombstone 
proposed  to  be  set  uj),  and  a cojiy  of  every  proposed 
inscription  must  be  left  with  the  Secretary  for  ap- 
proval by  the  Board.
